so-called "Round Robin" was signed

by 16 Stalwart senators as follows: 
Bennett, -Burke, Bray, Cunningham, 
Albers, Baxter, Hansen, Jennings, 
Mulberg-er,' Perry,- Pulten, Stevens, 
Staudenmeyer, Whitman, Wilkenson 
and Witter. The time was not ripe

"News'.' against La Follette lag- 


ged after March, 1917. 
The. Stal- 


warts proceeded "to start some- 
thing". On the front page of • the 
Stalwart Madison Democrat of July 
3, 1917, there appeared a notice by 
W. N-. Parker, secretary of the Dane 
County Council 
of Defense, 
and 


later hired in the .secret service, 
that'.'Scnator John M..Whitehead of 
Janesville would deliver the patriotic1 
address -on the steps of the capital 
on July 4th. Of course the 'address 
.was wnat was wanted and was play- 
ed up as more news. It will be re- 
membered that Whitehead 'was the 
Stalwart and railroad candidate for 
governor arid the head of the Y. M, 
C. A., in. the days when .La Follette 
was carrying on- his campaign 
to 


compel the . railroads to pay their 
just taxes and to give fair freight 
-rates. ' 


Some time in .July or 
August, 


1917, ' another 
move was 
made 


against .La Follette and the progres- 
sives in Wisconsin. John .M.' White- 
•head, 'Wheeler P...Bloodgood, Otto 
La Budde' and a few others organiz- 
ed the ;"Wisconsin- Loyalty Legion." 
Then in September, 1917, otherStal- 
w»rta organized the ''League of Wis- 
consin Daily^ Papers" and 'elected J.
